To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Kid.velly  Borough  Council. 

Mr, Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  there  w-ere  no  epidemics 
of  infectious  diseases  in  the  Borough  during  the  year. 

The  unfavourable  population  trend  noted  in  previous  years 
continues,  in  spite  of  a distinct  improvement  in  position  as  compared 
to  last  year. 

Births  (38)  exceeded  deaths  (3?)  by  1.  The  corresponding  figures  for 

1961  were  34  and  35  respectively.  The  average  age  structure  of  the 

population  is  lower  than  the  average  for  the  Country  as  a whole  and  cannot 

account  for  the  adverse  births  and  deaths  statistics. 

There  were  again  no  Infant  deaths  or  Stillbirths.  1 maternal 

death  took  place  during  the  year.

Sick  room  and  nursing  articles  and  equipment  required  for 
patients  at  home  can  be  obtained  as  follows 

a.  From  the  County  Nursing  Association  or  from  the  District  Nursing  Association. 
Applications  should  be  made  to  the  District  Nurse. 

b.  From  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Patients  are  charged  according  to  the  family  circumstances  and  the  cost  of  the  article. 
Equipment  provided  under  the  County  Council  arrangements  include  air-beds,  air  rings, 
bed  cradles,  bed  pans,  back  rests,  crutches,  urinals,  waterproof  sheets  etc., 

HOME  H^'ILP  SERVICE.  The  Horn  Help  Service  is  organised  by  the  Carmarthenshire  County 
Council.  The  Home  Helps  are  provided  during  the  laying-in  period  in  maternity  cases 
vihere  the  patient  has  no  relative  available  to  undertake  the  domestic  duties  of  the 
home,  and  also  in  certain  cases  of  sickness  or  need.  For  those  on  Na,tional  Assistance 
domestic  help  can  be  arranged  when  needed  through  the  National  Assistance  Board. 

The  Health  Department  colloborate  closely  with  the  Officials  responsible  for  the 
services  enumerated  above. 

MENTAJj  HiAETH  SERVICE.  The  Officer  duly  authorsied  to  take  initial  proceedings  under 
the  Lunacy  and  Mental  Treatment  Acts  for  the  provision  and  care  and ' treatment  of 
persons  in  the  area  surffering  from  mental  illness  is  Mr. D. A. John,  6I,  Llandafen  Road, 
Pemberton,  Llanelly. 

IyIENTAL  DEFECTIVES.  The  Carmarthenshire  County  Council  is  responsible  for  the  ascert- 
ainment, supervision  a.nd  general  welfare  of  mental  defectives.  Supervisory  home  visits 
are  ma,de  by  a Social  orker  and  a Home  Teacher  is  also  employed  for  the  home  teaching 
of  mental  defectives.  An  occupation  centre  was  opened  at  the  Old  Nevi'l's  Foundry 
Offices,  Ann  Street,  Llanelly  during  1956.  Defectives  who  cannot  be  fitted  into  the 
community  are  referred  to  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  for  admission  to  suitable 
institutions.

SECTION  C - SANITARY  CINCmiSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

'ATER . The  Town's  supply  is  obtained  from  wells  in  different  parts  of  the  district, 
and  from  deep  seated  springs  tapped  and  delivered  by  cast  iron  mains  to  the  Town. 

All  supplies  are  constant. 

CAPBL  SUL  SUPPLY.  This  yields  a minimum  supply  during  extended  drought  period  of 
about  12,000  gallons  pjr  day. 

MILL/NDS  SUPPLY.  During  the  summer  months,  this  supply  is  used  to  augment  the  Capel 
Sul  Supply.  Durxng  the  year  19^2  the  pumps  were  used  for  A, 97^-  hours  as  campared  with 
5,512  hours  in  I96I. 

CAE  CSEN  SUPPLY.  This  supply  gives  a minimum  flov\?  of  15,000  gallons  per  day.  A 
gauging  chamber  has  been  fixed  to  record  the  overflovv'  from  the  collecting  chamber  which 
has  shown  a constant  flow  of  10, 000  gallons  daily. 

M/.ESG  dCNLLIAN  SUPPLY.  This  is  from  deep  seated  springs,  tapped  in  a disused  silver 
mine  audit  level,  giving  a minimum  supply  of  approximately  3^,000  gallons  in  21+  hours. 
There  is  a storage  tank  for  10,000  gallons. 

CHLORINATION  OF  SUPPLIES.  The  three  supplies  are  constantly  chlorinated,  and 
chlorination  tests  of  water  are  taken  daily. 


CARFIRTITSN  RU'(AL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL  YvTER  SUPPLY.  This  supply  v^hich  serves  Mynyddygarreg 
and  Kingswood  area  ?\fas  completed  on  the  22nd  December,  1959.  Dur'ng  the  summer  months 
this  supply  is  used  to  a,ugment  the  Town's  supply. 

CONSUMPTION  OF  A.TER.  The  estimated  consumption  of  water  for  the  year  vvas:- 

59.13  million  gallons. 

The  supplies  have  been  satisfactory.  52  samples  were  taJxen  during  the  year  and  found 
to  be  satisfactory.  Examinations  are  made  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Carmarthen. 
24  samples  were  taken  of  raw  water.  The  waters  are  not  plumb^-solvent . 

// ATEP . The  water  undertrking  of  the  Borough  Council  was  taken  over  by  the  Llanelly 
and  District  ater  Board  on  the  1st  October,  1962.

There  are  no  such  baths  in  the  Borough,  but  a considerable 
amount  of  sea-bathing  is  enjoyed  by  the  inhabitants  during  the  summer  months. 

SCHOOLS.  The  three  schools  in  the  Borough  are  infant  and  primary.  The  schools  and 
their  canteens  w-ere  periodically  inspected.  Requests  for  the  provision  of  paper 
towels  were  made  by  the  Borough  to  the  Director  of  Education. 

The  Schools  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  Dr .D.G.G, Jones.  The  Borough  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  works  in  conjunction  with  him  and  his  staff.
